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State  Hospital;  however,  a 
Hingham  Court  record  check 
for  this  year  identified  only 
three  such  referrals  and  pro- 
jected only  12  evaluation  re- 
ferrals annually. 

Quincy  Court  was  unable  to 
provide  any  accurate  numbers 
but  stated  that  referrals  are 
made  by  the  Court  Clinic  — 
psychiatrists,  psychologists, 
and  social  workers  from  the 
Dept,  of  Mental  Health  — in 
cooperation  with  the  probation 
staff.  Hingham  Court  also 
•eported  that  a court  clinic  has 
recently  become  operational 
there. 

The  RFP  was  viewed  by 
both  courts  as  not  reflecting 
their  present  needs  and  un- 
necessary at  this  time.  Based 
on  the  court  responses,  the 
Council  submitted  an  applica- 
tion for  funding  to  the  DMH 
Area  Committee  that  included 
a review  of  the  present  ADA 
program  with  some  modifica- 
tions, as  an  alternative  propo- 
sal, to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the 
court  clinics. 

The  target  population  of 
ADA.  although  school  age, 
will  be  extended  to  serve 
young  people  up  fo  the  age  of 
26.  The  alternative  proposal 
was  extended  to  include  edu- 
cation evaluation  groups  for 
youth  or  young  adults  who  are 
out  of  school  referred  from  the 
Court,  and  involvement  of 


court  referred  youth  who  are 
in  school  with  the  presently 
existing  school  programs. 

This  proposal  hasn't  met 
with  the  approval  of  the  Area 
Committee  yet  and  the  Coun- 
cil is  still  anxiously  awaiting  a 
positive  change  in  their 
recommendation. 

Dr.  Munro  is  adamant  that 
the  program  continue. 
‘‘We're  not  going  to  let  it  die 
because  we  feel  it’s  valu- 
able,” he  said  this  week. 
Munroe  and  his  team  at  the 


Council  are  busily  trying  to 
come  up  with  funds  for  the 
program  should  the  DMH 
discontinue  the  present  con- 
tract after  June  30. 

Munro  anticipates  applying 
everywhere  for  money:  to  the 
towns,  local  organization,  to 
the  state  division  of  alcohol- 
ism. to  the  National  Institute 
of  Drug  Abuse  (NIDA),  to  the 
National  Institute  of  Alcohol 
and  Alcoholism  (NIAAA)  and 
to  any  other  place  they  can 
think  of.
